The fabric Is airily 
light It Is need In the -West Indies for 
mantillas, cravats, collars, window cur¬ 
tains—Ln a word, for every purpose 
that ordinary lace Is ose<£- In making 
tip shawls, veils and the like It is cus¬ 
tomary to piece two sheets of lace 
bark together. Delicate and apparently 
weak as it is ln single mesh, a bit of 
lace bark If rolled into a thin string 
will all but resist human strength to 
break It.—New York ^orld.

Pansies, 
for Instance, last twice as long If they 
are not combined with any other flow¬ 
er, and the same may he said of vio¬ 
lets. Jonquils and daffodils, on the 
other hand, seem to get a new lease 
of life If you combine considerable 
green with them. Carnations will go 
*11 to pieces If you combine them with 
rosea although the roses do not seem 
to be affected. 

“It Is more striking ln combinations 
of green with dowers. Lf you try to 
Use an entirely different type of fo¬ 
liage from what the flower ts used to. 
It won’t last so long. So I never put 
feathery foliage with lilies of the val¬ 
ley, for you know Its natural foliage 
Is a (hick leaf. I never use thick leaves 
with carnations, for their foliage Is of 
the feathery type. £t Isn’t as though 
the flowers fought, but they seem to 
grieve at being misunderstood."—New 
York Press.
